OF PUBLIC ACCOUNTS. 


When the County Account for the 


year 1896 was published last February 
it appeared that the appropriation to 
the Alms-house had been raised four 
thousand dollars over the year 1895. 
This was such an abnormal increase 
that suspicion was aroused, and we 
took occasion to examine into it. The 
examination developed that hy the ac- 
count of 1895 the people were deceived, 
and the facts indicate that the decep- 
tion was deliberately planned. 


It will be remembered that prior to 


the election of 1894 many promises for 
improvement in Alms-house manage- 
ment and for reduction in the cost of 
running that institution were made 
by Republican managers, conditioned 
upon the election of a Hepublican 
Board of Directors. 
The Hoard be- 


came Hepublican by the election of 
1894, but the promises have not been 
kept and, what is far worse, the infor- 
mation which has been given out to 
the people has not been reliable. 


In 183.) the Republicans were in en- 


tire control, and a considerable reduc- 
tion in the cost of the Alms-house was 
looked for, considering their promises. 
The County Account did consequently 
show a, reduction, but it was 
a, false

By adding Hie Commissioners' orders 


it will appear that the actual receipts 
from the Commissioners were not *10,- 
900 as the County Account states, bu 
$12,650. 
That is, while the Alms 


house item in the Commissioners', o 
County, account includes but eleven 
months of the year, the Alms-hous 
Account shows the whole transaction 
There are two explanations of this 
First, the County Account was pub 
lished before the other and 
wouli 


therefore leave the impression that th 
cost of the Alms-house had been ma 
terially reduced. Second, If the Alms 
house Account had not included thi 
December 
payment, it would 
have 


shown a deficit of $1,249 instead of 
balance of $501 in the hands of th 
treasurer, which would have been easil; 
noticed. 


The four thousand dollar increase 


in 1896 was, therefore, made up in par 
by a large postponed item from 1895 


There is another feature in the Alms' 


house Account which is strange. That 
account purports to run from Jan. 7, 
1895, to Jan. 6,1890. Why then shoulc 
an item of Jan. ~, isao, appear in it, 
as does appear above ? 
It was not 


an error, for the Commissioners' books 
show it to have been paid on that date. 
Was it a part of the same trick ? The 
County Account closed on Jan. 6, and 
by placing this item on the 7th, it 
might appear to the casual reader as 


if, it did not properly belong to that

More Delay for St«tc Capitol. 


Preliminary Injunction AgrniiiKt th« Build- 


lug Communion. 


Counsel' for James It. Warner, of Lan- 


caster, one of the architects employed to 
make plans for a new State Capitol build- 
ing at Harrisuurg, filed a bill in equity 
last Wednesday against Governor Hast- 
ings, Auditor General Mylin, State 
Treasurer Haywood, Speaker of the 
House Boyer and President pro tern, of 
the Senate McCarrell, the members of 
the Building Commission. The bill seta 
forth that Mr. Warner's plans for the 
new Capitol building were decided by the 
board of experts to be the best, and it is 
claimed that under the law he should 
have oeen the architect for the new 
building. 


The bill recites the act of Assembly 


providing for the erection of a new Capi- 
tol building and gives the names of the 
officials above namec! as the commission- 
ers in charge of tba erection of the build- 
ing. It sets forth the arrangements un- 
der which architects competed, and re- 
fers to the duties of experts selected by 
the commission. It further sets forth 
that the board of experts examined each 
of the thirty sets of drawings and select- 
ed from the same eight designs which, in 
their judgment, were best, and gave the 
Brat rank to the design submitted by the 
plaintiff. 


The bill also alleges that the commis- 


sioners, in violation of good faith and 
their contract and contrary to the act of 
Assembly, did not select one of said 
"igl.t designs, nor did they call upon the 
President Judge of Dauphin cou;ity to 
ptoduce and open the envelope which 
bore the number of the design designated 
,13 lirst choice; nor did thev announce 
the name enclosed ; nor did they award 
to the author of the design designated as 
first choice, nor any other of the eight 
reported by the board of experts to the 
eommibsioners, the prize of the compe- 
tition by designating aud appointing 
him as the architect of the legislative 
building. 


On the contrary, it is alleged, the com- 


mission set aside the report of the board 
of experts, aud Haywood, against ihe 
protest of the plaintiff, opened th^ enve- 
lopes, erased the numbers of the draw 
ings, entered thereon by the board of 
expelts. and the commissioners direc'ed 
t h t t all the drawings or designs should 
be returned to the competitors and all 
should b» requested to submit new draw- 
ings or d-jsigca on or bafore September

manner. But the Yankee turned tlie ta- 
bles by accepting "Yankee Doodle" as 
t.tieir national air and piping it whenever 
they repulsed the Redcoats. When the 
battles of Lexington and Concord began 
the war, the English when advancing in 
triumph played along the road, "God Save 
the King." but when the Americans had 
made t-be retreat so disastrous to the in- 
vaders, these then struck up the scouted 
"\ aukee Doodle," as if to sav, "tiee what 
we simple Jonathans can do !" 


That the air was universally deemed a 


good retort on British royalists, is proven 
by the Fact that it was plaved by us at the 
battle of Lexington when repelling the 
foe ; again, at tbe surrender of Burgovne, 
and, finally, at Yorktown surrender.

THE POTATO 
ROT. 


'From the many complaints received 


and a personal inspection of several po- 
tito fields in the slate, it is evident that 
tlie potato rot is prevalent this season. 
This disease is caused by a fungus (Puy- 
toplithora infestans) which is closely re- 
lated to the downy mildew upon the 
grape 
It first attacks the potato leaves, 


causing them to curl and become "fros- 
tv upon the under side, after which 
they quickly turn brown and decay. 
From the leaves the fine threads of the 
fungus pass to the stems, and if the con- 
ditions are favorable the vines are soon 
dead and lealleis. The potatoes are the 
last to be attacked, and owing to their 
s'i?e and solidity, may be considerably 
infested internally with the tine filaments 
of the fungus before the condition famil- 
'arly known us the rot becomes evident. 
From this it follows that the loss from 
the decay of the tubers after bai vesting 
the crop may possibly be more than that 
occurring in the field. 


Conditions Favoring the Hot.— Tl-e 


first essential is abundant moisture 
Since IS 10, when it is thought that the 
tiouMe w.is introduced into this country 
from South America, the wet years have 
been the seasons oE most rot. A moist 
atmosphere favors the development of 
the fungus in the leaves and stems ; the 
lains assist in conveying the germs 
(spoies) fiom ttie foliage to the tubers, 
and the wt-t soil encourages the growth 
of the llUrnents that may have reached 
the potatoes by descending through the 
stains. A second favoring condition is 
\arra weather—not hot or cold, but a 
condition of the atmosphere which ob- 
tains when there is a week or month ol 
showery summei weather, often spoken 
of as "c'ose1* or "rauggy"—just such 
we<xt!ier, in fact, as we have experienced 
throughout the state for the past Eour 
weeks. A large quantity of decsiyin 
or!?-inic matter, as coarse barnyard ma- 
nure, perhaps, stimulates the develop 
inent of the rot, especially if accompan- 
ied by favorable conditions of tempera- 
ture and moidtuie. 


Treatment of Infested Fields —It i 


evident that after the vines have been 
killed Ihere can be no further growtli of 
fie tubers, and as the disease flist at- 
tacks the leaves and tips of the vines and 
works downward toward, and finally into 
the tubers, it follows that there can be 
no loss in yield, and a great possible gam 
in heiUtlifulness by early digging. As a 
rule, the potatoes should be removed 
from the soil as soon as possible after the 
vinej have been "struck" by the rot. 
The dead vines abound in the spores of 
the disease and it is possible for the tu- 
bers to be infected by contact with the 
vines al. the time of digging. Therefore, 
it ia an important and inexpensive pre- 
caution to rake tho vines into heaps and 
burn them before the potatoes are dug, 
at the same time destroying millions of 
germs of the rot, some of which might 
otherwise do injury elsewhere. 


The sarne conditions favor the rot 


after as betore digging, and, therefore, 
the dug tubers should be left to dry 
thiii mighly, then the sound ones may be 
st >red where they can be kept dry, cool, 
and with a good circulation of fresh air. 
A d imp, warm, close cellar favors the 
growth of the rot. Air-slaked lime, a 
handful or so per bushel, may be dusted 
over fie freshly harvested potatoes to 
,l"stroy any adhering germs. 


1'ieventive Muusiues.—The conditions 


•which favor the rot are not under human 
contrul; but knowing the habits of the 
pest and that it does not usually make 
its appearance until midsummer, it fol- 
lows that caily varieties of potatoes, 
when planted early, will usually mature 
before the rot appears and thus escape. 
It is also to be borne in mind that a 
loose light soil does not promote the de- 
cay like a cl.iyej one in which the water 
is held ati'l the air eiitttrs with dillionlty. 
From the nature ot the disease, it is not 
expected that any one would think of 
attempt :ig .1 second crop upon an infect- 
ed lie'd until some years have elapsed. 
Probably much of the trouble arises from 
the seed not being free fiom the disease. 
If pwsiole, tho potatoes for planting 
Siiould be obtained from a locality where 
lot has not prevailed. The tubers for 
seed ma}- be soaked in a solution of cor- 
rosive sublimate before planting. Some 
lecoiumi'nd placing the "seed" in an 
oven tor a faw moments heated to near a 
hum'ued degrees. If possible, plant upon 
si mitiii&lly dry t/i vreU-diumed soil, and 
hill up t^e Mirth well around the vines at 
the last plowing, thin giving a good cov- 
e;ing to the potatoes and making it less 
e.i»y lor the geruis to reach the tubers 
tliuugh the soil. Experimentation may 
determine that some mixture can be ap- 
plied to the young vines that will prevent 
the loss of toliage, and thus save perhaps 
a half or more of the crop that would 
otherwise either fail to develop or be lost 
by the rot. Until then, preventive meas- 
nies are the only ones to offer. 


AVluit to Do Xow.— The important 


thing now is, to save the crop or fraction 
ot u crop. To those, therefore, whose 
vines have died a montu or less before 
their tune t!us bulletin is issued as a 
warning ti not leave the tubers in the 
ground any longer than possible. Burn 
the vines; let the potatoes dry out thor- 
oughly in the Held or elsewhere, and, if 
not marketed, store them in shallow bins, 
etc., in a dry, cool, airy place, being care- 
ful that all rotten tubers are excluded 
Djcajtid potatoes should be removed 
from tune to time through the autumn 
and winter as soon as detected in the 
bins. A sprinkling of air slaked lime 
may be applied as a further preventive of 
the rot —UYKOX D. HALSTEU, X. J., in 
-\mirv.ai Uanhnlnq. 


Symptom* of Tuberculosis. 


The symptoms of tuberculosis are so 


variable, that it is impossible briefly to 
give symptoms from which a positive 
diagnosis could be made in a large num- 
ber of ea^s. The symptoms are often 
so slight, or the lesions so masked, that 
even an expert cannot make a diagnosis 
irom a physical examination. The most 
common symptoms at the outset of the 
disease are a rough, s'aring coat; grad- 
ual emaciation or falling off m condition 
without apparent cause; a dry, hacking 
cough is often present but it may be 
almost entirely absent; when present, 
it is moat noticeable just after drinking 
or eating dry fodder, or when exercised 
or excited in any way. The symptoms 
in this ease.are very suggestive of tuber- 
culosis, yet it may be simply a case of 
chronic indigestion. If possible, I would 
cave the cow examined by a competent 
veterinarian, and if a positive diagnosis 
cannot be given from a physical examina- 
tion, subject her to the tuberculin test. 
In the meantime, it would be a safe pre 
caution riot to use the milk until steril- 
ized by scalding or by heating to a tem- 
perature of ISO degrees F. for, at least, 
10 minutes. If unable to have the cow 
properly examined, try the following 
powders: sulphate of soda and powdered 
gentian root, of each one pound; ginger, 
eight ounces; powdered mix vonuoa. 
four ounces; mix, make into 30 powders, 
and give one powder m the teed twice 
daily. If no improvement follow the 
u.ue of the powders, there is a strong pre- 
gnmpticn that the cow is tuberculous.— 
fturul jVew> Twker.

DUTCH BELTED.OK 


"BLASTKET" CATTLE. 


Visitors at the World's Fair at CM- 


cugo will recall the display of beautiful 
"Belted" cattle which won so many 
prizes, and which attracted such general 
attention. The Dutch Belted or Blanket 
breed of cows are natives of Holland, 
and are a distinct family from the 
Ilolateins, with which they are con- 
founded by many persons 
They have 


not been brought to this country in large 
nutnbeis. 
They antedate the Seven- 


teenth Century, when the cattle interests 
in Holland were in a most tbrifty condi- 
tion, and this type and color were 
established by scientific breeding. 
The 


historian Motley well said : "These are 
the moat wonderful cattle in the world, 
tn their native country, they are owned 
and controlled by the nobility, and 
present a very novel feature in the land- 
scape, grazing in the lowlands in Hol- 
land. In color they are black, with a 
continuous white belt around 
their 


hodies the white being pure white, the 
black jet, making a beautiful and impos- 
ing cautiast. Their form Is usually very 
flue, and their hardy and vigorous con- 
stitutions enable them to stand sudden 
changes in the climate, and thrive on 
any variety of todder. 


In speaking of his cattle, Mr. Muun, a 


breeder of these cattle, saya: "I claim 
no special merit for the Dutch Beltet 
cattle over other breeds, except for their 
gentleness and beauty. The quantity 
and quality of their milk are about that 
ot an oidmary grade cow. But to my 
eye, there is noshing that adds so muc! 
to the boatity o£ the landscape of t 
meadow or pasture, as do a held of these 
Belted catile gnmng." 


With the possible exception of the 


white face of the Hereford, this white 
side belt on coal-ulack hair is about the 
moat remarkable color characteiistic to 
be found in animal breeding. A herd of 
Dutch Belted cattle teedmg on a rich 
«[ieen pasture, ceitainly present a strik- 
ing and beautiful appearance, and the 
odd milking of these cattle would, un- 
tiutibtedly, attract attention to any dairy 
herd containing them. The cattle are 
not numerous yet in this country and it 
ought to be possible for a skillful breeder 
in almost any dairy locality to ilo 
teasonably w. 11 with a good herd. 


Seeding' to lleil Clover. 


I have good success in seeding with 


lied clover in the spring with winter rye 
as a nurse crop. My method is to BOW 
the rye late iti the fall after the corn or 
other fall crop is harvested, manuring 
the land well with stable manure lightly 
harrowed ip, and sowing three bushels 
or mote of aeed to tlie acre. This gives 
a good stand of rye, but being late, it 
docs not have time to stool very much, 
and in the spring, after danger from 
hard ftosts is past, I inn over it lightly 
with a smoothing harrow to loosen the 
surface of the suil, then sow on the clov- 
er seed, and lightly brush with a brush 
made of white biiches. The green rye 
is cut and fed green usually about the 
last ol May, and by this time, the young 
clover plants aie all teady for business. 
A second ciop of lye starls, but ia not 
thick enough to injure the clover, and 
helps to keep down the weeds as well as 
prevent the manure from leaching away 
before the Jovei is large enough to take 
care of it as fast ae it becomes available 
With this method, I have never failed to 
get a. good stand ot clover as well as a 
good lot of green feed eatly in the season 
for my cows. In this way, land that 
might otheiwl e have to lie fallow 
tluough the wintei, can carry a growing 
crop of rye, and be seeded in the spring 
to clover. By September, we get a fair 
cut of clover, and the next year a f al. 
cut. Most faimers in this vicinity prac- 
tice seeding to clover in the spring with 
oats, and the succeeding summer har- 
vest a good crop of Red sorrel instead of 
clover, the young clover planted being 
killed out by the sun and dry weather 
about the time the oat crop is taken off,

Horses Die of a Peculiar Malady. 


Over one thousand horses have died 


during the past month in the eastern 
and sou them couuties ot Maryland from 
the strange epidemic pievailiug m those 
sections. Dr. A. W. Clements, State 
Veterinarian, has returned from an in- 
spection tour of the infected localities, 
lie states that the malady has now 
spread as far north as Harford county, 
and threatens to become general through- 
out the Beats. 


He is of the opinion that it is caused 


by the horses eating some poisonous 
vegetable matter. This theory is sup- 
ported by the fact that the disease is 
almont entnely confined to horses which 
had been allo vwl to roam in pastures. 


The horses aie suddenly affected with 


the disease 
They refuse to eat, grad- 


ually i;ro.v weaker, »'id are 
finally 


stiijken with paialysia, and die within 
forty-eight hours. 
Post-mortem 
ex- 


aminations show an imlametl and con- 
gested condition of the stomach, sug- 
gestive of death by poisoning. 


Of course there is a probability that 


the poison might have been injected into 
the hones' system by polluted water, 
but this theory seems to be contradicted 
by the fact that the disease has appeared 
in the high lands of Harford county, 
where the water is of the purest quality. 


In

Arundel county, on the Western Shore, 
fifty-three IJOISBS have died. In one case 
the wife of a farmer who lost a horse by 
the peculiar malady has been affected by 
the same symptoms.
